Was Anxious to Lynch a Ne- 
gro Murderer Monday 
Night. 



Fairview, Lincoln, Neb., July 15. 
—Members of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee and a number of 
others holding proxies conferred 
with W. J. Bryan and J. W. Kern, 
the Presidential and Vice President- 
ial nominees, respectively, at the 
Bryan home yesterday with 
ence to vital matters of campaign 
management. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Bryan 
the following resolution was adopt- 
ed: 

"Resolved, That the Democratic 
National Committee, in pursuance 
of the pledges given in the national 
platform recently adopted at Den- 
ver, announces that it will accept no 
contributions whatever from cor- 
porations; that it will accept no in- 
dividual contributions above $10,000 
and that it will make public before 
the election all individual collections 
above $100, contributions received 
before October 15 being published 
on or before that date, and contri- 
butions received after that date be- 
ing published upon the date on 
■which they are received and that no 
contributions above $100 shall be ac- 
cepted within three days of the elec 
tion." 

The subcommittee adjourned to 
meet in Chicago July 25, when the 
chairman of the National Commit- 
wi)l be selected. Josephus Dan- 
iels was made secretary of the sub- 
committee. 

The statement that Mr. Bryan 
will not make a canvass is incorrect. 
It is his present purpose, however, 
to deliver no platform speeches, but 
to make ten or a dozen political ad- 
dresses, dealing with the more vital 
issues as presented in the platform. 

Mr. Kern will make a more contin- 
uous campaign, and it was assured 
in Denver that Mr. Towne will be no 
less active than if he had been the 
vice presidential nominee.

Bas- 
gett having appeared on the scene 
about 1 o'clock Tuesday morning, 
without the knowledge, consent or 
desire of the local authorities. Sher- 
iff Rhea informed Maj. Bassett that 
if he or his soldiers interfered or at- 
tempted to do anything without the 
civil officers requested it to be done 
he would put him and his men in jail 
if he could get men enough to help 
him do it, and he thought he could.

Garibaldi, who was a sailor's son and 
given to roving, became Identified ear- 
ly In life with Mazztni and other zealots 
In the Youug rtaly movement But the 
methods of Garibaldi were not those of 
•Jlazzinl. who was UDable to compro- 
mise by accepting unification or the 
Italian states under a monarch, so In- 
■latent was he for a republican govern- 
ment Garibaldi also was a republican, 
but he was willing to accept u benevo- 
lent monarchy as a means to an end— 
the protection and development of the 
Italian people. 

Condemned to death for his part in 
the earlier uprisings. Garibaldi escaped 
to France ami thence to South Ameri- 
ca, where he presently found oppor- 
tunity to continue his career as a war- 
rior in opposition to tyranny. He 
fought for the new republic of Uru- 
guay against the usurpation of the Ar- 
gentine dictator. Then he made his 
way to the United States, an exile from 
borne, earning his living as a maker of 
candles and declining the honor of a

AN EXPERT OPINION, 

Corporate and Government Man- 
agement Clearly Contrasted. 



A Publio Accountant Estimate of the 
Man Who Handle Our Great Busi- 
ness Enterprise*— Intelligence, Econ- 
omy, Honesty, at a Premium — Such 
Qualities Often Lacking In tha Ad- 
ministration of Government Bureau*. 

By ELIJAH W. SELLS. C. P. A. 

The position of the public accountant 
In respect to corporations and their 
management la always au Independent 
one. Unlike the attorney, lie Is not 
expected to make out a case. The 
character of the servlco he renders la 
impersonal. AU be can do Is to tell 
what the facts are, and they exist for 
bis examination In forms so tangible 
and so subject to other scrutiny than 
his own that even If he were willing 
to prostitute his calling he would never 
dare to do so. It la equally true that 
the knowledge he obtains of the af- 
fairs of corporations Is necessarily In- 
timate, accurate and substantially 
jomplete 

We are told that the corporation man- 
agers are dishonest, that they "exploit" 
the people and their utilities, that they 
put their own enrichment above their 
duty to the stockholding Interest or to 
the patronizing public and that before 
there can be a return of the splendid 
prosperity we were enjoying the cor- 
poration must be regulated and the 
government must step in with a sharp 
aye and a big stick. 

My experience In the conduct of In- 
dependent and Impartial examinations 
of books of account and affairs has 
covered many years and baa been con- 
cerned With the federal government, 
state governments and city govern- 
ments. It has covered the field also 
Df railway, street railway, light, pow- 
er and other public service corpora- 
tions. It has dealt with Industrial cor- 
porations, the so called trusts. It has 
taken me Into banks, trust companies 
and Insurance companies, Into educa- 
tional and charitable institutions. I 
think I may say It has taken me pretty 
generally over the whole field of pub- 
lic and private business, and If I am 
to Judge by what my eyes have seen 
It Is the unassailable truth that almost 
any one of the men who stand at the 
head of our great business Institutions 
Is far more competent to run the gov- 
ernment and would run It more eco- 
nomically, more wisely and more hon- 
estly than any of those who are In the 
business of running governments. 

I know as a matter of fact that the 
management of our great properties Is 
generally intelligent and economical 
and that the management of our gov- 
ernment bureaus Is generally loose, Ir- 
regular and frequently dishonest, and 
when I read the articles with which so 
many of our newspapers and maga- 
zines are filled nowadays reflecting on 
the men whose genius Is developing 
the country's resources and when I 
hear the proposals of politicians from 
the most eminent to the least for the 
passage of laws to hamper and restrict 
the energies of these men on the theory 
that their Integrity Is open to suspicion 
my mind inevitably brings up the con- 
trast that 1 always observe between a 
corporation's way of doing things and 
a government's as disclosed by their 
respective records and books of ac- 

For the purpose of this comparison 
incompetency and dishonesty need not 
be separated. Putting them together, 
It is my deliberate estimate that, Judg- 
ed by the highest standards prevailing 
In the best conducted corporations, 
there is less than 10 per cent of both 
among men In the management of cor- 
porations generally and at least 90 per 
cent of both among public officeholders, 
and I base this estimate upon my ex- 
perience as a public accountant. 

The men Intrusted with the manage- 
ment of the corporations are better fit- 
ted to admlulster the affairs of such 
corporations and to exercise Judgment 
In matters concerning both the investor 
arid the public, which takes their prod- 
uct or utilizes their franchises, than 
are those men who hold public office 
qualified to fill even their own posi- 
tions, much less to uudertake admin- 
istrative control over corporations 
The facts that prove this do not deal 
with the mere matter of honesty and 
efficiency. The organization of a pub- 
lic bureau Is much less compact, much 
less harmonious In Its operation, than 
the organization of a great railway or 
a great Industrial corporation. 

The men at the head of such business 
organizations in practically every case 
are experts, working diligently in har- 
mony and ready to work to the limit of 
their endurance, with full aud direct 
control of their subordinates. On the 
other hand, nothing can be more no- 
torious—the results are obvious to ev- 
ery public accountant who Investigates 

than the fact that in nine cases out 
of ten the head of a public department 
spends moat of his time promoting his 
political Interests, and the employees 
generally, protected by the civil serv- 
ice regulations, are looking to see how 
little rather than how much work they 
can get Into their appointed short 
hours.

Nashville, Term., July 15— The 
depredations of the night riders have 

«used the cit zens of Tiptonville. in 
ike county, to adopt extraordinary 
means for their mutual protection. 
Five hundred pounds of dynamite 
has been planted in the shape of 
mines at every place in the county 
likely to receive 1 a visit from the

The county jail, in which the sus- 
pects are imprisoned, was surround- 
ed last night and the inmates given 
tjO understand that a dummy hang- 
ing to a telegraph pole at a conve- 
nient distance was a representative 
of one of their number who had re- 
fused to talk when requested.

The Public and the Investor Both 
Have Rights. 

Th» Problem of 8tate Legislatures. 
What Is a Reasonable Return Upon 
Capital Invested?— Experimental In- 
dustries Should Offer Unusual Prof- 
its to the Enterprising Investor. 

By EVERETT W. BURDETT. 

The subject of public control or pri- 
vate Investments in quasi public enter- 
prises has had a Bomewhat natural 
and logical development in this coun- 
try. Beglnulug at practically the zero 
point, it progressed slowly at first, but 
is now moving forward with giant 
strides. At the time of their inception 
these new enterprises were so welcome 
to the puBlic that Mr did not seek to 
irow about thetu any obstructive or 
irasslng conditions. Itather, it wel- 
nied them with open arms and was 
Uy anxious for their MtabllshOMM 
n nd development. 

This is strikingly shown by the pro- 
visions of the charters granted by the 
state of Massachusetts to three of the 
first railroads in this country, organ- 
ized respectively in 1829 and 1830— 
that the rates of fare and freight, the 
construction of the roads, the Torm of 
cars "and all othor matters and things 
lu relation to the use" of the roads 
should be wholly within the discretion 
of the directors. At the close of 1830 
the total railroad mileage of the 
United States was only twenty three, 
and the public was and for many 
years continued to be Interested In the 
establishment and development and 
not in the regulation and control of 
railroads. 

And so it was with reference to the 
electric telegraph. The first line was 
built between Baltimore and Washing- 
ton In 1844. nud, if my memory is not 
at fault congress voted the Inventor a 
large sum in recognition of his con- 
tribution to the public welfare. 

So also when the street railway was In- 
troduced In 185J and its successor, the 
electric railway, about 1880, and- when 
the telephone and electric light both 
made their first appearance lu com- 
mercial use in 1870 the communities 
which they were established to serve 
were clamorous for their introduction

The result was that In each case and in 
a somewhat natural order the public 
took a hand In what turned out to be 
the dangerous game of public regula- 
tion and control. 
At first these efforts took the form of 
ite regulation in the case of railroads. 
These were frequently the product of 
resentment and prejudice and except 
for the Intervention of the federal ju- 
diciary would have been disastrous. By 
throwing over transportation companies 
the protection of the constitution, guar- 
anteeing all our citizens, including cor- 
porations, against spoliation under the 
forms of law, ruinous consequences of 
111 advised legislation have frequently 
been avoided. 

The supreme court, while affirming 
the right and exclusive authority of 
state legislatures to regulate rates and 
'ges, has also subjected 
is of legislative action 
in this respect to the test of Judicial in- 
quiry. It has Insisted upon rates which 
are sufficiently alike to give a reason- 
able return upon a reasonable Invest- 
ment and at the same time be Inher- 
ently fair and reasonable to the public. 
While Insisting that ordinarily a cor- 
poration Is entitled to some profit upon 
its enterprise, the court bus uot as yet 
undertaken to say what that profit 
shall be, except In oue case (192 U. S. 

. , .903), that the rates of a water 
company may be lawfully reduced by 
legislative action to a point where the 
business will yield only 0 per cent upou 
the fair value of the investment. 

It seems natural and appropriate to 
suggest at this point that ono of the 
most Important fuuctlons of the newly 
created public service commissions of 
state of New York may be to 
determine, lu the first Instance, what 
a reasonable return Is upou capital 
invested In the public service corpora- 
tions which are under their super- 
vision and control, and It Is nt least 
reasonable to Indulge tho hope that 
they will not undertak% to limit that 
return within the narrow niru„'lu 
which has been accepted by the court 
as sufficient In the case of such a com- 
paratively simple and well established 
enterprise as that of the supply of 
water. There U but little aualogy be- 
tween the cases. If the return on capi- 
tal Invested In what cuu be properly 
described as essentially experimental 
Industries, such as street railway and 
electric enterprises, is to be confined 
to any such figure as 6 per cent it will, 
In my judgment, be a sorry day, not 
only for those who hav« their money 
nt hazard In these enterprises, but for 
the public at large whose Interest Ilea 
In their proper development and ex- 
tension.

We denounce the heedless waste of 
the people's money which has resulted In 
this appalling Increase as a shameful 
violation of a., prudent conditions of gov- 
ernment. It Is not surprising that, In 
the face of this shocking record, the Re- 
publican platform contains no reference 
to economical administration or promise 
thereof in the future.

Misuse of Patronage. 

We condemn, as a violation of the 
spirit of our Institutions, the action of 
the present chief executive in using the 
patronage of his high office to secure the 
nomination of one of his cabinet officers. 
A forced succession In the presidency Is 
scarcely less repugnant to public senti- 
ment than Is life tenure In that offloe. 
The right of the people to freely select 
their official* is Inalienable and can not 
be delegated. 

Home Rule. 

We assert our confidence In and ad- 
miration for the wisdom of the fathers 
In ao organizing the federal government 
as to secure home rule to the people of 
each state; and we pledge ourselves to 
combat with unceasing vigilance the ef- 
forts of thoae who are striving by usur- 
pation to seize the powers of the people 
of the states for exploitation by the fed- 
eral government. 

Tariff. 

We welcome the belated promise of 
tariff reform now affected by the Repub- 
lican party In tardy recognition of the 
righteousness of the Democratic position 
on this question; but the people can 



deeply obligated to the highly-protected 
Interests as Is the Republican party. We 
C?ll attention to the sijrnlticant fact that 
the promised relief was postponed until 
after the coming election— an election to 
succeed In which the Republicun party 
must have that same support from the 
beneficiaries of the high 1 protective tariff 
as it has always heretofore received from 
them; and to the further fact that during 
the years of uninterrupted power, no 
action whatever has been taken by the 
Republican congress to correct the ad- 
mittedly existing tariff Iniquities. 

We favor Immediate revision of the 
tariff by the reduction of import dutlta. 
Articles entering Into competition with 
trust-controlled products should be placed 
upon the free list; and material reduc- 
tions should tee made In the tariff upon 
the necessaries) of life, especially upon 
articles competing with such American 
manufactured as are sold abroad more 
cheaply than at home, and graduate re- 
ductions should be made in such other 
schedules as snay be necessary to restore 
the tariff to a revenue basis. 

A private monopoly Is Indefensible and 
Intolerable. We therefore favor the vig- 
orous enforcement of the criminal law 
against trust magnates and officials, and 
demand the enactment of such additional 
legislation aa may be necessary to make 
It Impossible for a private monopoly lo 
exist In the United States. Among the 
additional remedies, we specify three: 
First, a law preventing a duplication of 
directors among competing corporations; 
second, a license system which will, 
without abridging the right of each state 
to create corporations or Its right to reg- 
ulate as It will foreign corporations doing 
business within Its limits, make It neces- 
sary for a manufacturing or trading cor- 
poration engagsd In Interstate commerce 
a federal license before It

Articles Advocating 
Anarchy. 



An Aged Farmer Is Beaten
